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Response to Arguments 

The applicant argued that neither Wasserman nor Oku teaches, "identifying a reference 
sub-regions based on at least the motion information", "storing a reference sub-region identified 
by the motion information" and "on-chip memory", pages 6-7 of the remarks. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that Wasserman 
discloses GOP in figure 1 comprises B, P, and I pictures, each picture comprises slice that divide 
into Macroblock, each Macroblock as considered a sub-regions has pixels, which macro-blocks 
are identified by the memory controller (160 of fig. 2) and stored in the first memory (110 of fig. 
1) that is considered as on-chip memory. 

It also submitted that Oku discloses means (9 of fig. 1) for storing the reference 
sub-region (fig. 4 and fig. 5) identified by the motion information in a first memory (1 1 of fig. 1) 
before performing motion compensation using the set of motion vectors (fig. 4, e.g. the reference 
sub-regions are reference picture area (1) and (2), B picture area, OSD data area and coded 
picture data buffering area; these areas are identified by the operation mode control (1 of fig. 1) 
and the decoder (2 of fig. 1) based on the motion information that is predicted by the motion 
compensation (4 of fig. 1), and the reference sub-regions are stored in the memory (1 1 of fig. 1, 
fig. 5) based on the motion information from motion compensation (4, 9, and 1 1 of fig. 1)). 
Further Oku teaches the memory (1 1 of fig. 1) is considered as on-chip memory because the 
memory (11) performs the same function as storing the reference sub-regions. In view of 
discussion above, Wasserman or Oku anticipates the claimed features.
